He Ceruſe or white Lead, where with women vſe 

to paint themſelues was,without doubt, brought 

in t ſe by the diuell, the capitall enemie of nature, 
therwith to tranſwrme humane creatures, of taire,ma- 
king them vgly, enot mious and abomiaable, For cer- 
tainly it is not to be beſceued, that any imple women 
B 3 without 


without a great inducement and inſtigation of che di- 
uel, would euer leave their natural and gracefull coun. 
renances, to ſeeke others that ate ſuppoſitions and 
countetfeits, and ſhould goe vp and downe whited 
and ſiſed ouer with paintings laied one ypon another, 
in ſuch ſort:that a man might eaſily cut off a curd or 
cheeſe-cake from either oftheir cheekes, Amongſt 
which vnhappie creatures, there are many, who haue 
ſo betard their faces with theſe mixtures and ſlubber- 
ſauces, that they haue made their faces of a thouſand 
colours: that is to ſay : ſome as yellow as the mari. 
gold, others a darke greene, others blunket colour, o- 
thers as oſ a deepe ted died in the wooll. O deſperate 
madneſſe; O helliſh inuention, O diveliſh cuſtome: 
can there be any greater dotage or ſottiſhneſſe in the 
wotld, then for a woman in contempt of nature, (who 
like a kinde mother giueth to euery creature hat ſoe- 
uer is neceſſatie to it in its kind) to couer hernaturall 
face, and that pure complexion which ſhee hath recei- 
ued, with ſtench of plaiſters & catap laſmes. What ſhal 
God ſay to ſach in the laſt ludgement, hen they ſhal 
appeare thus mas ked before him with theſe antifaces: 
Friends, I know you not, neither do I hold you for my 
creatures: for theſe are notthe faces that I formed, 
Thus the vſe of thisceruſe, beſides the rotting of the 
teeth, and the vnſauouric breath which it cauſeth, be- 
ing miniſtred in paintings, doth turne faire creatures 
into infernall Furies. Wherefore let all gentlewomen 
& honorable matrons,that make price of their honefly 
and beauty, leaue theſe baſe arts ro the comms ſtrum- 
pets, of whom thy are fitteſt to be yſed, that by that fil. 
thines they may be known and noted. Yet do I not al- 
together miſlike, that honeſt women ſhould waſh 
themſelues, and ſeeke to make their faces ſmooth, but 
that they ſhould vſe the barly water, or the water of 
Lupines,or the iuyce of Lymons, and infinite other 
things, which Dioſcorides preſcribes as cleanely, and de- 

licate 


; 


licate to cleate the face,and not goe continually wii anke 
(melles of ointments and plaiſters about them. Howheir 
chat you may not thinke that this vnhappie trade and pra- 
iſe ofpainting is altogether new and of late brought into 
the world, I will recount ynto you 2 ſtory, which Galen al- 
leageth in that little booke of his, which he intituleth, A. 
exhortation to good arts. Plryne a famous hatlot of Athens be- 
ing preſent at a great feaſt or banquet, where euety one of 
the gueſts might by turnes command what he pleaſed to the 
reſt there inuited, ſhe ſeeing many women there that were 
painted with ceruſe, inioyned that they ſhould execute het 
command very ſeuerely, which was, that they ſhould bring 
a boule full of warme water, and that they ſhould all waſh 
the ir faces therein, which was done without gaine-ſaying, 
for that was the Law of the feaſt, Whereupon the faces of 
all the women there preſent appeared foulcly deformed and 
ſtained oner,the painting running downe their cheekes to 
their vtter ſhame and confuſion, and the horror of all that 
Rood by, to whom they ſeemed and appeared as horrible 
monſters, onely Phryne appeared much more beautifull and 
faire then before : for albeit her life were not free from 
blame, yet was her beautie and comely grace,pure,naturall 
and without artifice, but God be thanked, ſaith he, our La- 
dies of Spaine are ſo faite of themſclues, that they haue no 
needeof any thing to cleere their complexions, but onely 
a little Orpin,and Soliman, or Mercury ſublimate. 

Now that you may know that hee flouterh his country. 
women, heare what he ſaith of this Soliman in his Annota- 
tion vpon the 6g. chapter. The excellencie of this Mercu- 
ric ſublimate(ſaith he) is ſuch, that the women, who often 
paint themſelues with it though they be very young, they 
preſently turne old with withered and wrinkeled faces like 
an Ape, and before age come vpon them, they tremble 
(poore wretches)as if they were ſicke of the ſtagg ers, rec- 
ling. and ſull of quick. ſiluer, for ſo are they: for the Soli- 
man and qu. cke- ſiluer differ onely in this, that the Soliman 
is che more cotoſiue and byting; inſomuch that being ap- 
plied tothe face, it is true, that it eateth out the ſpots and 

ſtaines 


ſtaines ofthe face, but ſo, that with all, it drieth vp, and con- 
ſu neth the fleſh that is ynderneath, ſo that of force the 
poore skin ſhrinketh,as they ſpeake of the famous pantoſle 
of an ancient ſquire called Petro Capata, which being often 
beſmeared ouer to make it blicke, and to giue it luſter, it 
ſhrunke and wrinkled,and became too ſhort for his foote, 
This harme and inconuenience(although it be great, yet ic 
might well be diſſembled, if others greater then this did not 
accompany it; ſuch as ate, a ſtinking breath, the blackneſſe 
& corruption of the reeth which this Soliman ingendreth, 
For if quickſiluer alone, applied onely to rhe ſoles of the 
ſeete, once or twiſe, and that in a ſmal quantitie, doth marte 
and deſtroy the teeth; what can be expected from the Soli- 
— without compariſon more powerſull and pe- 
ri atiue, and is applied more often, and in greater quantity 
to the very lips and cheekes ? So that the infataous incon- 
ueniencies which reſult from this Mercurie Sublimate, 
might be ſomewhat the more tollerable, if they did ſticke 
and ſtay onely in them ho vſe it, and did not deſcend to 
their ofspring. For this infamy is like to originall ſinne, and 
goes from generation to generation, when as the child 
borne of them, before it be able to goe, doth ſhed his teeth 
one after anothet, as being corrupted and rotten, not 
through his fault, but by — * of the vitiouſneſſe and taint 
of the mother that painted her ſelfe, who, if ſhee loath and 
abhotte to heate this, let her forbeate to do the other,

leth, that it can neither pleaſe hum, whom thou deſireſſ topleaſe, 
who percciueth this pleaſing beauty is be none of thine , but be; - 
rowed: aud thoudoeft alſo driplea/e thy mater, who ſecth by 
worke tobe defaced, 

Or is this painting eee, Or ueverons and abomina- 
ble rather? Do men of worth andiudgement teſpect and 
fauour it, as a thing honeſt, and worthy to beeſteemed? 
Did euer Patriarke, Prophet, Apolile, or Father of the 
Church approue it? Hath it not beene euer ſcorned of 
ſage and gtaue men? A painted face is not much vnlike 
an Idoll ; it is not that, it would be taken for: and they, 

that make it, are like vnto it, and ſo ate all they that doe 

delight therein, and worſhip it.

But by the doQtrine and, judgement of 
Saint Paul, as is obſerued by Peter Hletyr,men muſt 
beware not onely of euill, but tan from all appearance 
of emi, In fucis autem adeò per/picna eſt malijpecier, vt ne- 
ei nos poſſit. But in theſe parting prathiſes the ſne w ef cuil 
" 4 9 7 as cannot be demed. * Truly (faith he) in 
G Booke,thur painting ( ſtibuum) 15 neuer takenin good part. 
And the greater the perſons be, that vſe tueſe arts, the 
worſe it is. For, Omne anim vitium tanto confpettins in 
fe cramen habet, quanto maior, qui peccat habetwr.| he grea» 
ter the man is, that ſinnes, the greater is his ſinne. It is 
more ſcandalous ind hurttull, And the more, that any 
man hath receiued of God, the more he owes vato 
God, The higher a man is, the more humble hee 
ſhould bee, The greater hee is, the better hee 
ſhould bee. When high trees and ſteeples fall, there 
is much looking. And be men neuer ſo higher, yet there 
is one high, before whom, and vnder whom they 
muſt humble themſelues, and bewaile their pride and 
vanities, or elſe they muſt not looke to bee exalted of 
him. And if theſe borrowed faces, and painted locks 
bee ridiculous and odious in a woman, that is poote 
and baſe,as in a Xuchin-wench,or ſuch like, how much 
more diſcotmmendable is it in ſuch, as God hath ad- 
uanced ? What poore thanks doe they pay him for 
thoſe benefits of wealth and greatneſſe, which with. 
out their metit, he hath conferred and caſt ypon them? 
Euen alittle ſtaine is noted in fine Lawneza little bloc 
or blurre is diſcerned in white paper, Honourable and 
rich perſons ſtand as ypon hilles; all mens cies arc on 
them: they ſhould be patterns of pietie, enſamples of 
vertue. For by their examples, they doe either much 
good, or much hurt. If it would pleaſe them to conſi- 
der what the Apoſtle ſaith ynto the Corinthes, I am 
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perſwaded they would not meddle with theſe vani- 
ties, Rea de and weigh what is ſaid in 1. Cor. 7. 29. 30. 
31, Surely they that abuſe the world, that abuſe their 
reatneile, that abuſetheir wealth and wit, they loſe a 
blefſing ol the world, ot their greatneſſe, wealth and 
wit, Thefe things are theirs, whileft well vſed: but 
being abuſed, they ate not theirs, but theit enemies ra. 

Oh, 
how happy had it bin for them, if they had not known 
what wit, what wealth, hat the world,what greatnes 
meant A man muft be poore in tiches, little in great - 
neſſe, humble in honour, vertuous in beantie, meełke in 
authotity, modeſt and not ſelſe - conceite d iu all his or- 
: naments,clicallis nothing, and he is nothing, ora cer- 
| taine Some-thing,worie then ng. Thinke wee not 
that all Chriſtian women, how great ſoeuer, ate bound 
to thoſe two ſpeeches of the Apoſtle Saint Paul? 
1,Cor.10, Waoatſoener yce dae dos all to tbe elarie f Cod And againe: 
31.31. Giue none offence neithertothe Ie wei, nor tothe Gentiles nor 
to the Church of God. But doe they paint their faces, or 
die their haite to the glory ot God? Is God honoured 
by theſe exerciſes, or diſgraced rather, as wee haue 
ſeene before? Saint Oyrian ſaith, Famine manus Des 
Cypr. lib. de inferunt, Cc. Women ler handi an Cad, hen they ſcele (by 
. Jig. ſuch counterfer deuiſes) to reforme andtraiſſigure that, 
which he hath formed: Ne ſcientet quod pas D 1 oft mne, 
quod neſcitur, Diaboli quodenngue mutatur.

and boaſt of. Let vs all therefore remember that gol-

tingly violate, he without doubt diſhonoreth God, and u made 
wiltie of eternall anger vntill be ſhall repeut. But if the re- 
fea cf men cannot preuaile, whoſe eyes are offended 
with ſuch vanities,yet let the teuerence of Gods holy 
Angels, that tend ypon you, diſſwade youfrom them. 
For they cannot but be offended, as oft as they (hal ſce 
men peruert nature it ſelfe, and the order that God 
hath appointed, and contumacioufly to tread it vndet 
foot. And is not this the Ordinance of God, that eue- 
ry man ſhould appeare in his ownelikeaes, euery wo- 
man be ſeene in her owne face?

And why ſhould a man be ſo fond on 
beautic ? Amplaſatss forma pudicitia Modeſtie is ſuffici- 
ent beautie. Truly vertue is the beſt beau: ie, which is 
indeed ſo beautiful and bright, that were it to be ſeer e 
with eies, it would draw and hold all mens eyes vnto 
it, A vertuous woman needs no borrowed, no bought 
complexion, none of theſe poyſons; for ſo Diller cals 
them, when he faith, Lad agunt incorpope caſtocernſſa, 
& mmium, centumque venena colorum ? What due this 
whne and red paint, and an hundred other poiſons of 


colours in an honeſt body? the time, labor and coſi, 


vrhich thou wafteſt on theſe ſuperfluities, beſtow and 
ſpend in getting, keeping, and exerciſing vertue, 
which is euen beantics beautie: which (as Saint Ame 
broſe ſperketh) no age ſhall extingmiſa no death can take a.

and ſure it is, that the Heathen and Infidels did firſt 
and moſtyſurp them:ſeeing therefore haue caſt off 
their Barbariſme & Infileliry,let vs alſo lay aſide theit 


other vanities and adulterous dcuiſes, But if for very

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ſhame, let not theſe heatheniſh images be brought in- 
to the houſes oi God, They doe — the bodies 
of Saints which are the Temples of the holy Ghoſt, bur 
the Congregation of Saints w orſe, whoarcaſſembled in 
Gods houle,not to ſhew vanitie, but to learne humili- 
tie; not to draw down wanton eyes to themſelues, but 
to lift vp their eyes and harts vnto God; not to deale 
with yain and idle people, but with Ieſar Chtiſt, whoſe 
holy eyes are offended with ſuch fights.

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Arr. rung or colouring of the face is not of one 
kind, nor by one meane. The more artificiall and 

ſumptuous is by tincture, the skinne being died 
and ſtained with artificiall colours, This the weal- 
thier ſort performe by the helpe of pearle, Were it not 


much better to beſtow this coſt on the poore, which 


are creatures and images of God, then on ſuch idle 
images and workes of their owne creation ? O what 
thankfulneſſe doe they ſhew vnto him, that miſpend 
his gifts on things, he skornes tolooke on ! Jt quid die 
ligitis vanitatem, & queritis mendatum ? Why loue they 
vanitie, and ſccke after lies?for a painted face is a vani- 
tie, and very lie. 

It is a point of pride te deſire by falſe deuiſes,to be 
reputed of others mote excellent, then one is indeed. 
They therefore that paint or ave thſit faces (as the ma- 
ner is) are not able to cleare themſelues of pride, and 
the ptactiſe of it, which is a thing moſt odious to God 
and mans 

Pride may ſhew itſelfc in rich 2 but it doth 
ſingularly appeare in a painted face; becauſe they 
that paint, would haue that, which is artificiall and 
borrowed, taken to be naturall and proper, 

A painted ſace is a ſuper ſirous face: it were well, if 
the world were well rid of all ſuch ſuperfluous crea- 
tures, I cannot thinke that God, who is the Lord of 
our time, doth allow vs to ſpend one houre of all our 

time 
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time on ſuch a yanitie. And if he allow it not, we ſteale 
it, if we take it. 

This art is often vſed ypon Sunday, which is the 
Lords day: and ſo by this meanes that holy day is pro- 
faned, and God diſhonoured. 

They that practiſe theſe arts, doe often heare them 
reprooued by the Miniſters of Chriſt, who haue au- 
thoritie ouer them in the Lord, neither can they (I 
thinke)be ignorant how the Fathers and Doctors of 
the Church haue wric againſt theſe vanities, Now 
what is this but groſſe itreuerence, and diſobedience, 
when women, and wanton wagges reſiſt and con- 
temne their iudgement and monitions; or elſe, to 
make themſelues wiſer then their maſters, and to bee 
wiſe in their owneeies, as if forſooth they knew bet. 
ter what were good, and what were euill, what be. 
came,and what miſ-became Chriſtian men and wo- 
men, then the Church or the moſt holy and learned 
Paſtors and Teachers, Priefts and Biſhops, that haue 
been, and are therein But, Me unte thoſe, that are wiſe 
intheir owne cye i, aud prudent in their owne ſight. 

They that paint or die their haire and faces, their 
necke and breaſts,doe either iudge they do well, and 
ſinne not; or elſe they know they doe euill,and yet do 
it, being tranſported by the corruption of their willes 
and affections; or other wiſe they doe well, and ſinne 
not; or otherwiſe they doe it out of ignorance, not 
knowing that they doe euill. For the firft, if they think 
and deeme it good, and not euill to vſe theſe atts, as 
the faſhion is, they receiue an errour, or falſe ground 
into theit mindes. And how ſhall they repent of that, 
which they thinke is lawſull ? How will they beg par 
don of thar,wherin they glorie, and which they think 
is good and not euil? And if they ſhal iudge — — 
which indeed is eui!l, how ſhall they not alſo ſpeake 
good of euill? And how are they late then 
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if they ſhall deſpiſe inſtruction) ning the Lord de- 
nounceth, Woe wnto thoſe,that ſpeak» good of cuil. and exill 
\ of good, which put 1 for light and light for darkne(ſs ? 
Now without all queſtion the grounds of this edlou- 
ring are pride, or wantonneſſe, or deceit,or ſomething 
that is finſull. And that, that is of the fleſh, is fleſh,

de ciuit. des iuſtice, by how much the more eaſily it might haus been ol ſer- 

c. 12. wed. But he that knowes his dutie, may more eaſily 
doe it, then he that knowes it not. And if he know it, 

Tube 12. 47 and addreſſe not himſelfe to doe it, he ſhall be beaten 
with many ſtripes, 

For the third, if they vie theſe arts, as not knowin 

that they doe euill, they are not yet wholl —. 
7 For even this ignorance is a ſinne, and deſerueth pu- 
niſhmentinitſelfe. But what if it be wilfull and affe- 
Red ignorance ? Haue they not heard? Haue they no 
meanes of knowing it to be a finne? So they not con- 
ſider, that the wiſeſt and holieſt of either ſex contemne 
and condemne ſuch yanities? Or are they not able to 
find out the reaſons, why they doe vie them? See they 
not that pride, xaine- glotie adulterous affections, and 
ſuch like, are the very motiues, that make them vſe 
them? Affected ignorance of that, which a man ought 
to know,is a two fold euillʒone, that it is ignorance;the 
other, that it is affected. And the ſimple and vnaffected 
ignorance of ſuch — bee not ſo grieuous, yet in 
one reſpect it ij more dangerous then when one fins 


of knewledge; For he that ſinnes of ignorance, is far. 
ther 
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ther of ſtõ repentance, then hethat ſins of knowledge. 
For he that knowes his dutie, may more eaſily repent 
and leaue it, then either he that doth emill,and knowes 
not that he doth euill, or then he alſo that thinkes hee 
doth good, when he doth an euill, and fo is ſo far from 
repenting of it, that he tather glories in it. 

They that vſe theſe arts, doe iudge it better, ſafer, 
and more laudable, either not to paint and die them- 
ſelues, or to paint and die themſelues. If they hold the 
former, why cleaue they tothe practiſe oi ſuch arts? 
Why chuſe they not the better? If they maintaine the 
latter, why are they loth to depart out ot the world in 
that kind of brauery ? Why doe they not condemne 
thoſe, that — abitaine from ſuch arts * Or 
what be their reaſons of their opinion? For my part, l 
thinke none to be ſo groſle,as to thinke itetter, or ſo 
zood. 

" There are ſome, whoſe leaders ſeeme greatly to te- 
ſpect the ancient Fathers and Doctors ot the Church, 
and the Conflicutions called Apoſtolicall: but the Fa- 
thers, as may appeare by their writings, quoted in this 
Treatiſe, are altogether ſet againſt theſe arts and acti- 
ons: and amongſt thoſe Canons, this rule is giuen, 
Noli depingere os tuum, quad ſecit Deut, that is, Doe not 
pamt thy face, which God hath made. Why then ſhould a- 
ny that profefle themſelues the Diſciples of ſuch their 
gui des, as magnific theſe Ancients,giue themſelues to 
ſuch forbidden practiſes? But it is to be noted, that 
though among women, and men too, of ſundrie opi- 
nions in matters of religion, there are many diffetences 
and much diſcord, yet in the practiſe of pride and va- 
nitie, there is great conſent and concord. The diuell 
is a moſt politicke and peſtilent enemie of man: Hee 
cares not much, tho the manners of a man be good, if 
his faith be nought ;nor though his faith bee good, if 
his manners he wicked, And he knowes,that as pride 
G ſnut 
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ſnut him out of heauen, fo pride likewiſe will ſhut men 
vp in hell. Fraſmus telles aprittie tale of a company of 
gallants, that were met at a banquet, a of them hauin 
their faces painted, vnleſſe one Phryne, the faireſt of the, 
It was thus; Their maner was at their feaſts ro make 
certaine ſports or ieaſts, and that whatſoever any of 
them began to doe, the reſt mult all of them follow, 
Now ꝓhryne waſht het face in a baſin ef water: and be- 
cauſe her natural beauty was good, and her you freſh 
and flouriſhing,ſhe lookt nothing the worſer, but the 
bettet rather for it: whereas the reſt doing the like, be- 
cauſe they were al painted, they were al diſgraced, But 
t cy ſay) ſome are now adaies both more cunning & 
more coſtly, then that their art ſhould be waſht away 
with alittle water, This istotrifleaway and deuoure 
time, not togedeeme it, This is not to buy time, but to 
ſell it for nought. This art is worſe then ignorance:this 
cutioſity is more to be blamedthen careleſues. And of 
them that vſe it, it may be ſaid, They laue the praiſeefmen 
ure, than the promiſe of God, who delights in plainneſſe, 
notin — verity, not in hypocriſie. The eie 
of purity and iuſtice cannot abide falſhood and coun. 
terſeiting, as not counterfet money, counterfet men, 
— friends, counterfet wares, countetfet zeale, 
counterfer deuotion, ſo not counterfet greatnes, coun- 
terfet wealth, counterſet beautie. Lwould faine kaow 
what a man would haue counterfet, or what counter. 
fet and baſe thing, hee would haue put vpon him, as 
true, naturall and proper. A friend, a wife, a child, a fa- 
ther, an horſeor dog, fire, watet, meat, mony? What, no- 
thing, nothing? Why the beauty? would any be decei- 
ned with art in ſtead of nature?No.why then ſholdany 
deceiue another, ifhewold not be deceiued byanother 
Or why ſhold any ſtudy to get the praiſe ofanother by 
that, ſor the which, if hee did eſpie it, he wouid nor be- 
ſlo bis praiſe vpon another? And how ill is a man be- 
hol. 
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holding to himſclfe, when hee takes paines, andis at 
coſt to bring an ill name vpon himſellc? For were he 
not vaine and deceitful within, he would not expreſle 
and ſhew it without. And he that is falſe and deceitfull 
in trifles,how can he bee ttuſted in matters of greater 
importance: But it is not enough for theſe dyars and 
painters to do euil, but they will alſo defend it, and to 
this purpoſe they bring the Pſalmiſt ypon the Rage, as 
iſhe taught or allowed theſe arts. But wheras the Plal. 
miſt ſaith, that God gaue men oyle to make the face 


ſhine, without doubt he meant it not by tinctute or - 


ing( for we may not make the holy Ghoſt to war with 
himſelfe) but ſome other way. For oyle is wholeſome 
to eate, it cheereth the hart, & a chearefull hart cauſeth 
a cheateful countenance.

of the body: by the tſe wherof not only the clearenes of the chum 
might be preſerued or repaired, but alſo other burt and anne;- 
axces cured, Bellar. thus alſo wrjteth,Thaet he might cheere 
vp the face with eyle, i. that ma might make his face cheerful 
with ole brought forth by K wine to cheer v the 
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heart: and he allo gawe ojle, either to annoint and cir are the 
face, or elſe to eate, a Theodoretus teacheth to wit that he- 
ing mingled among hearbes and pulſe it might make the meat 
wore pleaſing, and that man might make his face cheere« 
fullin taſting of that meate; or that Goa might maks the 
face of man cheereſull with ogle,whil:ſt he emeth him meate 
ſeaſoned withoyle. For the face appearethclearer mhen a man 
is nouriſhed with thoſe things that haue a good reliſh or ſarcor, 
Lombard according to S. Anſtmexpounds it thus: 7hat 
ms mioht exinliyate that is,cheere v7); his faee, that it, his 
minde ; with oyle, that is, with ſorne gr ice of the holy Spirit ly 
which he is mads to be gracions with others, Mollerns,and 
diuers others alſo not altogether diſliking, maketh 
the words to ſound thus, And wie, that maketh glad the 
heart of man and his face to ſpe more then oyle. But hat- 
ſoeuer the interpreters _ here ofoyle, I finde in 
them no one ſillable for fucation or painting, which 
Saint Chryſeſtome faith is a deformitie, a ſuperfluitie, 
and an invention of the diuell. That which Dzogenes 
ſometime «(aid t6 a cettaine youth too curiouſly dreſt, 
may bee fitly applied ro.any of our youths, that vſe 
theſe curious arts, I/ then 00:ſt to men, all thig it bat in 
dame, tinto women it 15 wicked. 

They are ill beholding to their wits, that would 
maintaine this kind of tincture law ſull, becauſe one of 
Jobs faire daughters vos called Xeren.- habt, Conte 
ſftiby : whereby was fignified,not that ſhe was painted 
(tor her naturall heutie was ſo petfect, thatſheenee. 
ded not): but that ſme had, as Pincda with others no- 
teth, not o ſely very faite eyes, but whatlocuer alſo o- 
ther women are wont to procure vnto themſelnes by 
painting and medicines : who alſo ſheweth, it is not 
the leaſt praiſe of women, or commendation of their 
beautie, that they vſe not ſuch artificial ttimming of 
their bodies.

Ianſwer, it is againſt the Law and order of nature, 


which produceth and appointeth euery creature to 
appeare in his owne perſonall forme, fauor, haire,skin 
and colour, And itis a manifeſt tranſgreſſion of the 
word of God, which is the Law and light of a godly 
man, For firſt, when pride of heart doth cauſeir, it is 
againſt that law, that forbids pride, and commands 
humilitie, Secondly, when an whoriſh or laſciuious 
humour doth produce it, it tranſgreſleth the precept, 
which requires holineſſe and chaſtitie, and forbiddeth 
ſornication, adultetie, and all vncleanneſſe. Thirdly, 
becauſe it is ſeandalous, and of ill report. therefore it is 
againſt the lawes, that forbid offences, and inioyne the 
meditation and purſuit of thoſe things, that are of a 
good report with men of vnderſtanding, and of the 
beſt report and repute in the Church of God, Fourthly, 
Nee it is againſt the practiſe and preaching of the 
graueſt and ſoundeſt Doctors and Fathers of the 


Church, that either are now, or haue been heretofore, 


it is againſt the fifth Commandement, that ſaith, Honor 
N thy 
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thy father aud thy mother; and againſt that ſpeech of the 
Apoſtle Saint Paul to the Hebrewes ſaying, Obey them 
that haus the rule ower you, and ſubimit your ſelnes, Fifth- 
lie, becauſe they that vſe the ſe arts, miſpend their time 
which God hath but lentthẽ, and that for no ſuch pur- 
poſes; they are theeues, ſinning againſt that precept, 
that ſaith, Thou foalt not ſteale. Sixthly, becauſe ſillie 
women and fooliſh youthes, make themſelues wiſer 
and more ſubtill, chen theit teachers, that would per- 
ſwade them to leaue ſuch vanities (yea, theſe very 
ſame) teſuſing to be inſttucted by them, they ſinne a- 
gainſt God, who ſaith, Be not wiſe in thme owne eyes. And 
againe, The Priefts Upper ſhall preſerne knowledge: and 
they, that is, the people, ſhall ceke the Law at his month, 
and not out of their owne braines, For he (and not 
they) is the meſſenger of the Lord of hoſts, Seuenthly, 
when people paint and dic themſelues to deceiue their 
Ry to intiſe a man or woman, to loue them, 
and matrie them, or to gaine their praiſes to their 
counterfeit beautie, as if it were true and natu- 
rall, this is againſt the law, that commaunds vp- 
right 1 and forbids deceit and falſhood. Vea 
finally, hee loves not God with all his heart, that 
would haue that affection or commendation, giuen 
to a picture, or peece of art, which is due to the 
worke of God, and his handmaide Nature, and 
which no man of vndetſtanding, and true deuotion 
would giue, if hee doe perceiue the fraud, Neither 
doth hee loue his neighbour, as himſelfe, nor do to 
bis neighbour,as he would haue his neighbour doe to 
him, that goes about to deceiue and beguile his neigh- 
bour, making him beleeue by vaine flouriſhes and 
out ward ſhewes that that is, which is not, and that 
that is not, which is indeed.

And laſtly, whereas they require it of their 
wiues out of a carnall teſpect and ſenſuslitie, the Apo- 
ſtle biddeth them to dwell with their wiues according 
to bnowledge:and hat greater point of prudence dilcre- 
tion add moderate affection can there bee, then for a 
man ſo to cohabite with his wife, as to haue a reſpect- 
full care of the children that ate to bee borne of them, 
whoſe health, and ſtrength, and comlinaſſe of body, is 
by meanes of this painting greatly indafigered and 
endamaged, the contagious effects which it breedeth 
inthe mother, hereditarily deſcending vpon her child, 
and therefore is well compared by Doct. de Saguna, to 
originall ſinne, which propagateth it ſelfe by generati- 
on, to whoſe teſtimony I referre you, fer downe heere 
in the beginning of this booke, asone who out of his 
great experience, and the grounds of his art of Phiſick 
labouteth to dehort his counttie women of Spaine 
from this pargetting and rough- caſting of their faces 
by painting. 

Now becauſe this ſinne goeth not alone, but as it 
ſelfe is vſed to a prouocation and incitement to luſt, 
ſo luſt that it may accompliſh its deſire, will not ſticke 
to ſtoope to practiſe loue- potions by charmes and ſo- 
cetie, yea rather then faile, wil make its way by bloud 
jet me therefore touch a little vpon theſe neighbour 
ſinnes. As vnto the bodies of men diſeaſes are very 
dangerous, eſpecially if they be let run, and not with- 
food in time, euen ſo are ſinnes vnto their ſoules. 4nd 
as by obedience vnto God, and a vertuous conuetſati- 
on among men, peace and al good bleſſings from hea- 
uen may bee lookt for for godlineſſe (as the Apoſtle 
teacheth) is profitable vnto all things, hauing promile 
ol che liſe, that now is, and of that Mhich is to come :

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ſo by diſobedience and wicked finning againſt God, 
his wrath was kindled, good things arc hindred, and 
his iudgements, which are ſearefull and intolerable, 
are moſt juſtly procured, I pon the wickgd (ſaith Da- 
wid) hee ſhall rains ſnares fire and brimſtone, and am horri- 
bletempeſt ; thus ſhall bee the portion of their cup, But as 
ſome diſeaſed are more noxius ard offenſiue to the 
body, then others: ſo ſome ſinnes are more foule and 
hainonsthen others, and will not let the Lord lone, 
but are ever crying in his cares for vengeance; aud 
therefore ſhould be preuented with greater care, and 
purged with greater ſorrow and deprecation, It is 
that we are fallen into thoſe perillous times (prephe- 
ci:d ofby Saint Pawl)in which men ſhal be proud, vn- 
chankfull, vnholy, ttaytors, ambitious, incontinent, 
bloodie, deſpiſets of thoſe that are good, louers of 
pleaſures more then of God, hauing the forme of god. 
linefſe,but denying the power thereof. And with our 
eyes we ſee that true, which Eſa ſpeaketh ; Let ſauour 
(faith he) bee ſhewed tothe wicked, get will hee not learne 
riohteonſneſſe : in the land of vpri htueſſe will be deale vn- 
1wſtly and will not he hold the mai ſti: of the Lord. See wee 
not what the Lord hath done for this Nation, how hee 
hath planted his Church among vs, and given vs peace 
on all ſides round about vs? Sce we not how hee hath 
given vs his Goſpell and all his ordinances of ſaluati- 
on, and leaue to vſe them frecly,openly,& falſely in all 
rranquilitie ? See we not how hee hath bleſt vs with 
ewe tk noble and vertuous Princes, one moſt hap- 

ily ſucceeding another, ſuch as in truth the whole 
world ſince the beginning of theirreignes (which is 
now neere 60.yeeres) 15 not able tomatch incither 
ſex in all their Royall and Chriftian indowments, 
and how hee hath protected them to this very day 
(ſometies in a manner miraculouſly) againſt the ma- 


ny, barbarous and diuelliſn treacheries, and trayte- 
rous 


of Poyſonins and Murder. 45 


tous machiuelions and attempts of their wicked ad- 
verſaries? See wee not with What caſe and cle. 
mency their Gouernments haue continued, and what 
flouds of temporall fauours haue ſtreamed from the 
heauens by them vnto vs; ſo as that we may ſay with 
Danid : The Lord is with vt: he hath prepnred a table 
before vs, in the preſence of om enemies: hee hath annointed 
aur heads with oyle, and our cuprunueth oner ? Pſalm. 23. 
4.5. And yet forall this, the wicked will not amend, 
but moſt horrible and tranſcendent villanies, moſt 
gricuous and foule enormities breake out among vs, 
to the diſhonour of God, the diſgrace of Religion, 
the ſhame of their Countrie, the griefe of their King, 
and of all good Chriftian hearts, in ſo much, that if 
there were not amongſt vs thoſe, that mourned for 
theſe euils, which yngodly men reioyce to com- 
mit, and but that (thankes bee to God for it) there \ 
is an exact and iuſt procee ding againtt ali ſuch enor- 
mious perſons, wee might well haue feated ſome no- 
table and fearefull iudgement had been ncere vnto 
vs. Now all ſinnes deſerue ill with God, but ſome 
there are, that for their heinouſneſle are ſaid to cric 
in the cares of the Lord, ſuch as is the ſinne of mur- 
der, as appeares by the ſpeech of God to Caine, after 
he had murdered his brother Ae. What haſt thou done, 
faith God? The voce of thy brothers blood criethi vn- 
to mee fromthe round: Geneſis 4.10, This ſinne was 
ſo fearefull ro Dawid, as that with a cateſull and pen- 
ſue heart he prayed againſt it vnto God, Deliuer mee 
from blowd: guiltineſſe, O God, ben God of my ſaluation: 
Fialm.s 1.14.And ſpeaking of bloody people. he faith, 
The Lord will abborre the bloody ind deceit full man: Plalm, 
5.6, And againe : The bloodie and decertfull man 
ſpall not line out kale his dayes : Genelis 9. 5. And 
indecde the blood of the life of a man 1s fo 


precious in Gods eye, as that hee telles Noab 
and 


Iſaiah 1. 15. 
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and his ſonnes, that he will require the bloud of man ac 
the hand both of man and beaſt, And d& ſtay vs from 
this ſo vnnaturall a ſinne, beſides his commandement, 
that forbids it, he ſhewes that euen thepraiers of mur- 
derers ſhall find no fauour with him, ſo long as their 
ſinne cleaues voto them. When ye ſpread forth your 
hands, ſaith he, I will hide mine eyes from you : yea, 
whenyee make many prayers, I will not heare : your 
hands are full of blood, And it we marke the dealings 
of God with murders, it wil appeare that very ſeldom, 
or ncuer, they ſcape vnpuniſhed, but by one meanes or 
other, he finds them out, and meets with them, though 
it be by ſuffering them to murder themſelues. The firſt 
mnrdererin the world, Caine was not indeed kild by 
God: bunt hee was ſuffered to liue ſuch aliſe, in ſuch 
rorments of conſcience and frightings,as if he had had 
an hell within him,wandring vp and downe like a va. 
gabond vpon the earth, that whoſoeuer ſaw him, and 
was acquainted with the curſe of God, that went a- 
long with him, could not but bee terrified from com. 
mitting murder, Abimelech out of ambition murde- 
red 0. of his brethren, but aſter had his bra ne- pan 
crackt by a woman, and was kild out- tight by one of 
his owne men at his owne command. ( umbyſets, the ſon 
of Cyr ſhot a noble mans ſonne to the heart with an 
arrow wittingly, and made his owne brother to bee 
murdered priuily, and ſlue his ſiſter for reprouing him 
for that deede: but at laſt as hee was riding, hee fell 
dow ne vpon the point of his ſword, which had fallen 
out of the ſcabbard, and fo was ſlaine. Caſſu and Bra. 
tut, that had helpt ro murder Iulius Ceſar in the 


Senate, was afterwards murdered by themſelues. 


Phacar, that had like a barbarous traytor murde- 
red Aſauricint the Empetout his Maſter, was at laſt 
taken and put to mot! crucll death. Heomuchr/d mur- 
dered his Lord A/benin; a King of Zombarate, as hee 

1 v8 
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vas in bed. Reſimumd his Queene hauing her hand in 
he ſaid murder: but the Lord was euen with them 


both, For ſhee thinking to haue poiſoned tim after, 
made him drinke halfe her poy ſon, which he feeling in 
his vaines preſently ſtated his draught, and made her 
drinke vp the remainder, and ſo they died both 
together, Ethelbert King of the Eaſt-Angles vn. 
iultly and deceitfully murdered at the perſwaſion 
of Offa (the King of Mercia] his Queene ; which 
Queene liued not a quarter ofa yeere after, and in her 
death was ſo tormented,that ſhe bit her tong (which 
ſhe had abuſed to the cauſing of that murther)in pee- 
ces with her teeth. Sel/mmws,a Turkiſh Emperour mur. 
thered his father Baiazer by poylon : but not many 
yeeres after, God tooke him into his hands, and (mote 
him with a moſt lothſome and ſtinking diſeaſe, which 
ſpread ouer all his body, and at length kild him. Calip- 
pus that flue Dia, his familiar friend, and committed 
many other murders, afterwards liued an exile, and 
great neceſſities, and at length was kild himſelfe. And 
for Dauid himſelfe, whoſe hand had been defiled with 
blood, the Lord (notwithſtanding his great repen- 
tance) did ſcuercly chaſten him. The Lord had threat- 
ned him ſaying, The ſword ſpall neuer depart ſrom thine 
houſe: Behold, I mii raiſe vp emil againſt thee out of thine own 
home; and ſo indeed it came to paſſe. For one of his 
ſons killd another, and by his owne child hee had liked 
to haue loſt his kingdome. And as the Almightie God 
is iuſt in puniſhing of murders : ſo likewiſe his proui- 
dence wapcketh to diſcouer them, that murdercrs ſil- 
dome orneuer lie hid, but firſt orlaſtthey are diſcouc- 
red. It is ſtrange toconfider, how murders haue been 
detected, ſometimes by dogges, as that of Lothbrebe 
the Dane, of Heſſade the Poet, and a cettaine ſouldier 
of King Pyrrus, from whole dead body his dog could 
not be wonne, but fawning vpon the King, as deſirous 
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of his aide,the King commanded all his ſouldiers to 
come along by him by two and two in a ranke, till at 
length the murderers came, on whom the dog flew, 
as it hee would haue killed them, and turning tothe | 
King ran againe ypon them, whereupon they were ex- 
amined,and forthwith they confeſt the fact, and recei- 
ued their punĩſhment. Somtimes they haue bin diſco- 
uered by birds,as Befſm (who had murdered his fa. 
ther)by Swallowes ; whom when he heard to chatter, 
his aire conſcience wrought him to think that th 
ſaid in their gibberiſh, that Beſſus had kild bis father: 
So that now no longer able to containe himſelfe, hee 
confeſt his villany, and was put to death forit, The 
murder of the Poet het was diſcouered by Cranes: 
and Luther ſpeakes of the murder of acertaine Ger- 
mane,which was detected by Crowes: who alſo with 
HAelantton (aw a notable diſcouerie of a murder made 
by a young fellow at /ſenacwm, who hauing kild his 
hoſt, and took from him all his money, began to make 
haſt away: but by the iudgement of God, and tertors 
of his owne — jience, hee was ſo — — and ama. 
2 ed, that he was not able to ſſitte one foot before hee 
was taken. A certaine Merchant trauelling to Paris, 
was in the way murdered by his man: no as the mur- 
der was a doing, a bhind man being led by his dogge 
paſſed by, and hearing one grone, asked who it was ? 
To whom the murtherer an{wered, It was 4 ſicke man ge- 
ing to eaſe humſelſe. But it ſo fell out after,that this trea- 
cherous fellow was in queſtion for the murder of his 
maſter : but he denied it: the blindman alſo was heard 
of, and brought to the murtherer, and twentie men 
were cauſed to ſpeake one after another, and ſtill the 
blind man was as kt, if he knew their voyces: at laſt 
when the murtherer had ſpoken, he knew his voice, & 
laid, This i the man which anſwered me on the mountame, 
This courſe was often yſed, and Rill the blind man 
named 
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named the ſawe, and neuer fained. Whereupon the 
Court condemned him to death, and before he died, 
he cõfeſt the fact. But what need we go ſu far for exam- 
ples, euen this very yet in Lancaſhire was there a vil- 
lanous murder ſtrangely diſeoueted by a young boy: 
which ſtory, l hope, wil by ſome that exactly kgow it, 
hereafter be declared andpubliſhed. In like maner alſo 
the murder of Sir Tbs, Ouerburie in the Towet, though 
it lay hid ſome time, yet at length by the providence of 
heanen it is diſcouered. Diuers that haue been found 
— of that cruel! and moſt mercileſſe murder, haue 

in condemned to death for the ſame and hangd;who 
though they would ſaine haue ſhifted of the fault, an d 
pleaded, Nor gailtie, as though they had bin innocent, 
yet it pleaſed God ſtill before their deaths to touch 
their hearts, that they did ingeniouſly conſeſſe their 
fault, and did beg of God the pardon of it. This ſinne 
of murder is ſo grievous, that it cries aloud and fhrill, 
and will not leaue the Lord, till he haue diſcloſed it: 
many and admirable are the waies, herby God hath 
diſcouered it: ſome I haue already ſet | and 
many other might be named, but that I meane not to 
be large. All which ſhould teach vs to deteſt and de- 
cline this ſinne, which ſhuts mens prayers out of hea- 
uen, and puls dou ne the judgements of God vpon 
the, And the greateſt mercy, that God vſes to ſhew to 
Mur derers, which tepent, is this, That he ſaucs them as 
it were by death, and preſerues their ſoules from hell 
by delwering vp their bodies into the hands of Magi- 
ſtrates, his Miniſters, to take away their hues from the 
by law, as they haue taken away the liues of others a- 
gainſt law. But among all the deuiſes of murdeters, 
which ate many, theſe Italian deuiſes by poiſoning are 
mol? vile and dmeliſh, and they ſay, An Engi /ta- 
hanated is a dis · Il mcarnated. If theſe arts ſnould come in 
once amongſt vs,who ſhal be ſecure?Here can a mi ſee 


who hurts him, & how ſhal a mi preuent the — he 
I ce

ſee not the arme that ſtrikes him? Yea here a man (hal 
be made away vnder the pretext of friendſhip, yea, hee 
ſhall perhaps thank a man for that, that is made to de- 
ſtroy him, which hath death lapt vp in it, which thinks 
is ſent or giuen him as a tokan of loue vnto him, God 
deliuer vs from theſe euils, and ſtrengthen the hearts 
and hands of our Magiſtrates to cut off all ſuch offen- 
ders without reſpect of perſons, But beſides this ſinne 
of blood, there are diuers others, which are acceſſaties 


thereuntozthe very ſtaine of religion, and the bane of 


humane ſociety, as pride, ambition, witchcraft, whore. 
dome, and the mother and nurſe of all diſobedience to 


the Miniſterie of the Word. Againſt euety of which l 


will ſpeake a little ſhewing lome notable iudgements 
of God vpon ſundrie perions, that haue therein offen- 


ded. 
Of Pride and Ambition, * 


AY to begin with pride 2nd ambition, fins hate. 
fnll before God and man. Theſe things ſpoiled the 

Angels of theirfelicitie,and man of his immorta- 
litie. They were bred in heauen, but they bring to hel. 
They were throwne out of heauen, and were neuer ſo 
fortunate as to find the way thither againe, They ate 
the ſpoile of vertues, the ſource of vices, the roots of 
euils, the diſgraces of religion, by temedits they beget 
diſeaſe and by medecine smaladies. The bountie of 
the ambitious is ſhewne to rich men, and their pati- 
ence is for vanitie. When they are aduanced. they are 
proud and full of boſting, Non cur ant prodeſſe.ſed glari- 
antur preeſſe, and they think themſelues bettei, becauſe 
they ſee themſelues greater, neither are they thankfull 
fr thoſe deprees of honout, they haue attained to, but 
they are diſcontented for lacke of thoſe, they would 


attaine to, For their deſue lookes not backe from 
whence 
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whence they ſprang, but whither they gang, And it 
often fares with ambirious men, that haue great e- 
Aates,as With ſuch, as weare their choates too long, 
which makes them, it they take not the better heed, to 
ſtumble, fall and hurt themſelues. But if men would 
wel weigh with themſelues the inſtabilitie of al earth- 
ly things, and conſider the iudgements of God vpon 
ambitious and proud people, whom for their very 
pride hee doth teſiſt, it would doub:lefſe abate their 
ſwelling ſpirits, and teach them to bee lowly- win- 
ded. 

Rogers, Eſquire, of the Inſtabilitic of Fortune, 
written to the Earle of Hartford,

Cal! but to mind the indgements of God ypon the 
proud and ambitious, as on Lucifer and his fellows, our 
firſt parents, Abrmelecke, Abſalon, Haman,Scnacherih, Ne- 
buchadnezzar,Olofernes, Antioc hus, Herod, Allaans, Apry- 
es, Caligula, Domuian, Alexander, Timothens the Atheni- 
an, Arax, (apanens: and but marke his dealings with 
the proud and hautie of the world, that neither know 
God nor man, neither themſclues nor others, and then 
ſhalt thou bee forced to conteſſe, that there is a God 
that abaſeth the preud. which (as Damdfaith,Plalmals) 
arecurſed,and erre from Gods command ments, 

And here I cannot but magniſie the wiſedome, an 


honourable proceeding of our State, in detecting ar d

purſuing malefectors of theſe ourtimes, who hauin 

cattied theirleaud practiſes with a great deale of hau-

niſhment hath cleared this doubt, ab/oluitque dees, hath 
iuſtified God in his righteous dealing, ſo that all the 
world is ready to ſay with Oauid, verily there is a te- 
ward for the righteous: doubtſeſſe there is a God that 
judgeth the eatth, Pſalm. 38. 10. One of the offenders 
hauing made a proficable vie of her arraigue ment and 
conuiction, did confeſſe to the glorie ot God, being 
M:ftris truly humbled by hearty repentance, that ſhee was 
Turgy exe. bainouſly guilty of che murtaer of Sir Thames Ouerbu- 
cuted ac Ti. , and was iuſtly condemned forthe fame, deteſtiag 
burne the ber former life led in poperie, pride and ſenſualitie, and 
14. of No- exhorting the aſſiſtants with much earneftnes to leaue 
uemb. 1615 off their yellow bands, and ot gariſh faſhions, the veiy 
: inuentions of the diuell. 1 with that her words might 
take impreſſion in thoſe that heard chem, and het ex- 

ample ſetue others for inſtruction,

] Am now come to ſpeake of whoredome, and to 

ſhew ſome of the ivdgements of God againſt it. True 
it 1+,that ie Honorable in al, and the bed vndeſiled: 
but whoremongers aud aduterer: Cod wil mdge,God did te- 
uete ly chaſtiſi David for his adultery, For the child To 
gotten he tooke away, and ſuffered his daughter Th. 
; mar to be rauiſhed by his fonne Ammon, and his Con- 
cubines to be defiled by Abſal-m his ſonne, that was fo 
Cearc vnto him, Rocoaldrs a King of Lombardy was 
ſlaine, as he was in the very act of adulterie, Olrichber- 
tet eldeſt ſonne to Lotharms, a King of France, died 25 
he was embracing his whore, Luther lomwhere ipeaks 
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Of witcheraft. 53 
of a Noble man ſo ſeniuall and whoriſh, that he ſtucke 
not to ſay, that, If this life of pleaſure and harlot-hun- 
ting would laſt euer, he would not eare for heauen, or 
eternall life. But the filthy wretch died among his har. 
lots, being ſtrucken with a ſudden ſtroke of Gods 
vengeance, Meſſelina, the wife ol Claudicu the Empe- 
rour, was a woman of rare incontinency. She fell at laſt 
in loue with one S, a faire young Gentleman, and 
that ſhe might marrie him (tho the Emperour her huſ- 
band was aliue)ſhe canſed his wife Sillaua to be diuor- 
ced,and ſo married him: for the whichaſterthe com- 
plaint and ſuite of the Nobles to the Emperour, thee 
was put to death. This fin of adulterie was odious enen 
among the Heathen, as appeareth by the ſlotie of e- 
brmeleck, Geneſ. 26. by the practiſe of the Turkes and 
Tartats, and of Aareliazus,who for tettour ſake, adiud- 
ged one of his Souldiers to a cruel! death for adulteta- 
ting his l oſtiſſe; as alſo by the law of Iulia, by which 
all adulterers were ſentenced to die; and by the words 
of Qu-ene Hecula in Euripides, who would haue it 
made a law, that euery wife ſhould die, that gaue her 
chaſtitie ro another man, And how vnpleaſing this ſin 
is vnto God, any man may ſee, that reades the Lawes, 
he gaue vnto his people the Iewes, by the which adul- 
terers were to bee put to death, or which conſiders 
what the Apoſtle writes in ſundry places, in which he 
ſhewerh, that Whoremongers and adulterers Tall not be- 


rat he King dame of God, 1. Cor. 6. Cal. 5. 


Of Witcheraf: 
Vt there is yet another ſin behind, whichis very ſa- 
crilegions, and altogether derogatorie to the 
glory of God, and d\ſhonourable to all Chriſſi- 
an men, which is Witchcrafr, or all choſe curious 
arts and deniſes, that are wrenght by the Diuell, 


wactherit bee ſupetſtitious diuination, or iugling, or 
incanta- \ 
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54 Of witchcraft. 
Incantation, in the doing whercof, cuery witch is at a 
league with the duell, open ot ſecret, and doth wits 
tingly and wil'.ngly vic his helpe. This Saint Paul 
(Gal. s. numbeis vp among the deeds of the flefh,and * 
chrestneththem, chet vie it, with thelofle ofheauen, 
Almightie Goc(in Deut.18.10.) forbids all kinds of 
witches and witcheries, as abominations vnto him, 
and foi the which he drive out the Nations out of Ca- 
naan,and in Leuit. 20. he bids, that a man or woman, 
that hath a familiar ſpirir,or that is a wizzard,bee put 
to death, And he is ſo bent againſt this helliſh ſinne, 
that he ſaith expreſſely (in Leuit. 20. 6. ) that the ſoule, 
that turneth after ſuch, as haue familiar ſpirits, and af- 
ter wizards,to goe a whoring after. I will euen ſer my 
face againſt that ſoule, — will cut him off from a- 
mongſt my people. But behold ſome of the judge- 
ments of God vpon Magicians and Witches, Plating 
with others teſlifie that Pope Jen obtained the papacy 
by Magique : but after ſhe had be en papeſſe ſome two 
yeeres, and a little more, ſhe (being thought an he)fell 
in trauell of a child in the open ſtreetes, as ſhee was 
going to the Church of Lateran, in which ſhee died ? 
Bladud,the ſonne of Lud King of Brittaine, was giuen 
much to theſe blacke arts, and wrought wonders by 
them: at laſt he made himſeife wings, and aſſaied to 
flie, but the diuell forſooke him in his iourney, ſo that 
falling downe he broke his necke. Plath ſpeakes of 
a notable witch, called Cleomedes, who being purſped 
by diners that had had their children kild by him, hid 
himſelfe in a coffer, which when they came to ſearch 
vpon notice giuen them, they found not the murde- 
ring witch init: for the diuell had carried him qui cke 
away with him. A witch cald Cold in Lorraine would 
ſuffer piſtols to bee ſhot at him, and catch the bullets, 
as they were a comming: but at length cone of his ſer- 
vants being angty with him ,ſo ſhot him with a piſtoll, 
that 
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that he kild him Need che g,a Pope, and a Magitian, 
was (as ſome write)ttrangled to death by the diuell ia 
a Foreſt, whither he had retired to follow his coniu- 
ring exerciſes. Cornelins A ja notable Magitian 
died but baſely. Sn Mapnr like wiſe periſfied in his 
flight, che diuell fotſaking f im at the word of S. Peter. 
Simon Pembroke,a figute- caſter of Saint Georges pariſh 
neete London, was preſented for a Coniurer, and be- 
ing in Saint Sauiours Chutch where he was warned to 
appeare, he was ſuddẽly ſtrucken by the hand of God, 
and there died, and there being ſearcht, there were 
found about him divers coniuring bookes, with a pi- 
cture ofa man of tinne,and mucn other traſh, And it is 
reported, that the inuenter of Magicke, Zeoraſtres, 4 
King of BaQtria, was burned to death by the diuel, And 
Ipray you what got Saw/ by his.witch.ſeeking ? Was 
not his deſtructiõ told him, which accordingly came 
to paſſe? And Buchanantelles vs, ho] Naxlicur,aSco- 
tiſh King, was ſlaine even by the man, whom hee had 
ſent vnto a witch, to inquire of the ſucceſle of his af- 
faites, and of the length of his life, the witch hauing a- 
fore told the fellow, that hee was the man that ſhould 
ſlay him By all which we plainely ſee, that God is of- 
fended with the ſe diuelliſh arts, and all that vſe them. 
How is it then to be Jamented, that in this eleare light 
of the Goſpell,rhere ſhould be formd amongſt vs (to 
the di honour of God, and of his Religion, and the in- 
ſamie of our Notion) men that haue yeelded them - 
ſelues q ſeiples, Students and pract croners in theſe 
helliſt arts, which Saint Jobs calleth, te ieee things of 
Saran, Reuel. 7. 24, and have feare fully proſtituted 
then. e lues to become baſe inſttuments and vaſſals to 
act and accompliſh the heſts and commands of wice 
ked ones, vpon whom, though the uſtice the State 
hath tab en hold. as cnc FP Fn and Franc'tn, 2nd hath 


made them publique ſpectacles of wrata to the teiror- 


of 
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of others, yet conſiderir g the open ſignes of their true 
penitencie, we are to hope chatitably of them, and to 
ſay of them, as S. Paul coth in another caſe, 1. Cor. 5. 5. 
that they were dehuered ouer vnto death, to the de- 
ſtruction of the fleſh,that their ſpitit night bee ſaued 
in the day of the Lord leſus. And I deſire allmen b 
the mercies ot God, to abhorre and fotſake all ſuch 
vngodlineſſe, and to deucte themſelues vnto God a- 
lone, their Maker and Redeemer, ſtudying to ſerue 
him in tighteouſne ſſe and holines all the daies of theit 
life. For obedience is better then ſactifice, and to hear- 
ken then a the fat of Rammes. And the truth is, that 
all the plagues and iudgements, that euer came vpon 
the children of Iſrael, light vpon them for their rebel. 
lion againſt God, and their diſobedience to his ord, 
And queſtionleſſe it is come to paſſe by the iuſt . udge- 
ment of God that theſe off:nders,we haue ſpoken of, 
and haue lately ſeene cut of, were giuen ouet of God, 
and left vnto themſelves, be csuſe they liſtened not vn- 
to him, but were diſobedient vnto his word. O this 
diſobedience, it is as the ſinne of Witchcraft, and Ido. 
latrie, it is in truth the mother and nurſe of all iniqui- 
tie. God hath two ſorts of iudgements; iudgements 
for men to keepe, and iudgements for men to beate: 
and God hath two ſorts of Miniſters; Miniſters of his 
Word, and Miniſters of his Sword: now it is iuſt with 
God that they, which will not keepe his iudgements; 
ſhould vndei go hisiudgements,and that they that wil 
not be reformed by his word, ſhould be puniſhed and 
cut off with the ſword, and that fuch as regard not the 
power and docttine of Miniſters,ſhovld feele to their 
ſmart, the authoritie and force of Magiſtrates,

There is no truth with her to fauour,no 
bleſſing to beautie, no conſcience to contentment, A 
good Ree is her god: and herchecke we died, is the 
doll, ſhe doth ſo much adore, Too much loue of beau- 
tie, hath wrought her to loue painting: and her loue of 


painting hath transformed her into a piſture. Now her 
K thoughts 
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thoughts, affe ctions, talke, ſtudie, worke, labour, and 
her very areamet ate on it. Vet all this makes ber bug 
a qnamon tree, whoſe barke is better then her bodie g 
or a peece of ga lded copper offered for current gold, 
She loues a true look ing- glaſſe, but to commend age, 
wants and wrinkles, becauſe otherwiſe ſhe c innot ſee 
to lay her falſhood right, Her body is (I weene) gf 
Gods making : and yet it is a queſtion ; for many 
parts thereof ſhe mace her ſelſe. View her well, and 
youll ſay her beautie's ſuch, as if ſhee had bought it 
with her pennie. And to pleaſe her in euety of her 
roies, would make het maiderunne beſides her wits, if 
ſhe had any.

Her 
pietie is not to pray well, but to put well, She loues 

corfecliont bettet a gteat deale, then confeſſions, and 

delights in fing and ſeaſting more, then fafling. Reli 
gion is not in ſo great r-quett with het, as riches ; nor 
wealth ſo much as worſhip, She neuet chides ſo hear. 
rilie,as when her box is to ſecke, her powder's ſpilt, or 
her clothes ill ſet on. A good Bel-friend ſhee com- 
monly, del ghtir g in ſneetes more, then in ſhooes, 
making long nights, and (hore daies. All her wfeitions 

arc but to gaint affetions,for ſhe had rather dis, then 

line & not pleaſe, Her lips ſhe lates with ſofreſha red, 

as if ſhe ſang, lob» come kiſſe m now, Vet its not one of 
loue,excepting /e/f. laue, thatſne ſo ſeekes to pleaſe, but 
for laut. not from honeſty, but for honor: tis not prery, but 

praiſe that ſpurres her. She ſtudies to pleaſe others, but 

becauſe ſhe wold not be diſpleaſd her ſelſ. And ſo ſhe 
may fulfil her ownfancy,ſhe caresnot whoels ſhe doth 
be/oole. N name il e preſerres to nature, and makes more 

account 
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account of fame, then faith. And though ſhee do afte 
ſingularity, yet (he loues plurality of faces. She is nothing 

like her (elf, ſaue in this, that ſhe is not like her ſelf, She

And if be gene, as 
ſhe ſutuiue her husband, his going is the coming ofher the Perſi- 
teares, and the going of her teates is the comming of a- ans vſed to 
nother husband. Tis but in deck, out nette. By that time foy at their 
her ſace is mẽded, her ſoro vs ended. Thers no phy ſick, Erinkings, 
ſhe ſo loues, as facephyſich:and but aſſure her ſhot nere 

need other, xhiles ſhe liucs, and ſhee'l die for iey. Rathet 

then ſhe'il leaue her yelombani, and giue ore her pride, 

ſhe wil not ſtick to deny that Miſtr. Turn. ſpake againſt 

them, xhẽ ſhe died. Her devotion is fine apparel deere 

bought, & a fine face lately borrowed, & newly ſet on. 

Theſe carry her to Church, and cleere ſ er of Reciſarcy. 
Once in ſhe vnpins her mask, and calls for her book, & 

now ſhe's ſer. And if ſhe haue any more deuotion, ſnee 
lifts yp a certain number of cies towards the Preacher,

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riſes vp, Nands a while, and lookes about her: then tur- 
ning her eyes from beholding vanities (ſuch as ſhe ber 
ſelfe brings with her) ſhe fits downe,falles a nodding, 
meaſures out anap by the hower- glaſſe, and awakes 
to lay, Amen. She deligats to fee,and to be ſeene: for 
hee labours, more then halfe loſt, if no body ſhould 
looke vpon her, She takes a ivurney now and then to 
viſit a friend, or ſea cofin ; but ſhe nener traucls more 
merri'y,then when ſhees going to London, Londen, 
London hath her heart. The Fxchange is the Texple of 
her Idalr. In London ſhe buyes het head, hen face, her 
faſhion. O Londou, thou ait her Parade, het Heawen, 
her Allinall! I ſhe be wamarriecd, ſhee defires to bee 
mi laben, that ſhe may be taken. If married to an O 
man, ſne is rather à Reede and a Racke vnto him, then a 
Staffe and a Chaire, a trouble rather then a friend, a 
cottoſiue, not a comfort, a cinſumption,not a counſe's 
lour. The vtmoſt reach of her Promdenceis but to be 
counted Lauch. and her greateſt Eni is at a fairer face 
in hernexrneighbour ; this, if any thing, makes her 
haue ſore eyes. She is little within her ſelfe, and hath 
ſmall content of her one; and therefore is ſtill ce» 
king rather, then exzozing. All is her one, you ſee, and 

et in truth nothing is her one almoſt you ſee; not 
hos head, her haire, her face, her breaſts, her ſent, nay, 
not her breath alwaics, She bath purchaſed lips, haire,

not more pleaſure in dreſſing her garden with varie 
ofhearbes and flowers, then in tricking her ſelfe wit 
toyes and gauds, Here ſhe is coltly,if any where. Tis 
her graceto be gay and gallant, And indeed like an 
Oſftrich,or bird of Paradiſe z her feathers are more worth 
then her body, The worſt peece about her is in the 
middeſt. For the Taler, and her Chamber-maide, and 
her awne l, euen theſe three, are the chiefeſt cauſes of 
all her pertections. Not trathu, but mes of truths 
ſhee is furniſhe with ; wich ſcexwing truths, and with 
ſubſtantial lies, Vet with all her faire hewes ſhe is but 
like a peece. of courſe cloth with a fine glaſſe, or ſaro dic; 
or as the herbe Mobo, which carries a s white 
as /new, but is Carried vpon a roote as blacke, as inke, 
Here firft care in the mormey is to make her a good 
face, and her ſaſt care in the evexingis to haue her box, 


and all her wwplewentrready againſt the next morning. 
She is ſo curious, and tull of buſineſſe, that two ſuch in 


a houſe would keepe the nimbleſt-fingered girle in 
the Pariſh, ſhee liues in, from making her ſelſe one 
croſſe · cloth in a tweluemoneth, She is ſo deepe in 
loue with toyes hat without them ſhe is but ba/fe her 
ſelfe : and halfe ones ſelfe,you know, is not ones ſelfe. 
She looſes her ſelfe in her ſelfe, that (he may find her 
ſelfe in a Picture. Her trade is tinckturing, and her lu- 
fire is her lite. You kill het, if you will not let her die. 
The Hyacinth, or Heliotropium, followes not the Sunne 
more duly, then ſhe Vamrie., Pride, which is acciden- 
tall to a woman, and hatefull to a yertuous woman, is 
eſſentiall to her. Her godlifieſſe is not to doe wel, but 
to goe well. Her care is not to liue well, but to /ooke well, 
And yet if ſhe live well, ſheell giue you leaue to chide 
her, it ſhe looke ill. She ſo affects the titles of illuſtriau⸗ 


and gracioui, that ſhee carries them al waies ix print a- 
bout 
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bout her, Hor imagination is euer ſtirring, and keepes 
her mind in continuall motion, as fire doth the pot a 
playing, or as the weights doe the zacke in her kitchin. 
Her deviſes follow her fanſie,as the motion of the Seaes 
doe the Moons. And nothing pleaſes her long, but 
that,which pleaſes her fanſies, witk one of which ſhee 
dtiues out another, as boics doe pellets in Elderye 
gunnes. She thinkes tis falſe to ſay, that any woman 
living can be damned for theſe deuiſes: and it may be 
true the thinkes, For ſo long as ſhe liues, ſhe cannot: 
but if ſhe die in them, there's the queſtion, Shee's euet 
buſie, yet neuer leſſe buſie, then when ſhe's beſt buſie. 
Shee's al waies idle, yet neuer leſſe idle, then when ſhe 
is moſt idle. Once a yeere at leaſt ſhe would faine ſee 
London, tho when ſhe comes there, ſue hath nothing to 
doe, but to learne a newfaſhion,and to buy her a per- 
wigge, powder, ointments, a feather, or to ſee a play. 
One of her beſt vertues is, that ſhe reſpects none, that 
paint: and the reward of her painting, is robe reſpected of 
none t hat paint not. If ſhe be a Maiden, ſhee would faine 
be rid of that charge? If a iddow,ſhee's but a connter- 
fetrelique; twere too groſſe ſuperſtition but to kiſſe 
or touch her.

which ſhe diſcernes not by increaſe of wiſedome, but 
of weakeneſſe, nor by her long-liuing, but by her need 
of dying, To conclude, whoſoeuer ſhe be, ſhec's but a 
Gmilded Pill, compoſde of theſe two ingredients, defet7s 
of nature, and an artificiall ſceming of ſupplie, tempered 
2nd made vp by pride and vanitie, and may wel be reck- 
ned among theſe creatures, that God neuet made. Her
